Editor Saw It All 
When your editor joined the El 


Dorado Daily News in April 1923, 
fresh out of the University of 
Missouri, our Associated Press 
wire operated on the Morse code. 


. It was the same picture you saw 
in every daily newspaper of- 
fice—the 
telegraph 
ticker 


backed up with an empty Prince 
Albert tobacco can to make the 
signal louder, and a poker-faced 
telegrapher copying the code 
into words on an old Underwood 
typewriter. 


A good telegrapher would run 


about 8,000 words on the night 
shift. But in 1926 there was a 
revolution in Arkansas news 
telegraphy. The automated 
Teletype machine appeared. The 
Morse instrument, the Prince 
Albert can, and the poker-faced 
telegrapher all vanished. The 
new machine, operated with a 
single filer in the bureau office, 
transmitted 26,000 words against 
8,000 for the old Morse system. 


The original Morse filing point 


for Arkansas cities was Mem- 
phis. But the Teletype wire was 
filed from a new bureau set up in 
IJttle Rock. 


Nostalgic as the old Morse 


system might seem today, it had 
its disadvantages. Although it 
was only 90 miles from El 
Dorado to Shreveport, with a 
common 
interest 
in 
oil 


developments, there was no such 
thing as a direct wire. A 
newsstory from Shreveport of 
interest to El Dorado had to be 
telegraphed first to the AP 
regional center in New Orleans, 
then to the regional office in 
Memphis—and with luck finally 
reached El Dorado. 


Matters improved with the 


teletype, mainly because the 
system was three times faster 
than code. 


In 1942 the late C. E. Palmer, 


Ray Kimball, and your own 
editor and others, started 
another revolution when we 
opened the Southwest Arkansas 
Teletypesetter Circuit. As the 
Teletype delivered words to the 
front office a machine known as 
a Re-Perforator punched out 
tape which ran the news 
IJnotypes automatically. Now a 
single man key boarding the 
news at a distant point was ac- 
tually setting type without other 
human help. 


It was the pioneer circuit of its 


kind, and as soon as World War 
II was over a statewide circuit 
was set up in Texas, and the 
system is universal today. 


Getting back to the AP story, 


however, you read in The Star 
last Friday that the Little Rock 
bureau now only gathers the 
news, which is relayed to a 
Dallas computer center and 
distributed from there. 


The essence is speed. You 


know what I mean if you have 
ever visited The Star's shop and 
watched our own high-speed 
computerized Compugraphic 
typesetters turn out galley proofs 
like lightning. 


The AP wire opens for us 


shortly after midnight, timer- 
switches turn on the tape Re- 
Perforators 
simultaneously— 


and when the shop opens at 7 
a.m. there is a mountain of tape 
waiting on it. Before 10 a.m., 
however, the computers have 
swallowed it all—and 
are 


abreast of the wire. It's un- 
believable until you see it. 


From 1923 to 1972—well, that's 


time enough for an era to have 
arrived and gone again.

Labor Talking Tough

WASHINGTON (AP) - Or- 


ganized labor is talking tough 
against President Nixon's pro- 
posal for a special law to end 
the long West Coast dock strike 
but is privately worried the bill 
might pass. 


"We will fight it. We are not 


going to buy compulsory arbi- 
tration in any form," said a 
spokesman for the 13.6-million- 
member AFL-CIO. 


Nixon's bill, if enacted by 


Congress, would end the strike, 
send workers back to their Jobs 
and create a three-man arbi- 
tration board to settle the dis- 
pute within 40 days with a bind- 
ing ruling effective for 
18 


months. 


Many members of Congress 


with big labor blocs in their 
districts generally shy away 
from proposals for forced labor 
settlements, especially in elec- 
tion years. 


But AFL-CIO sources noted 


that the walkout by the Inter- 


national Longshoremen's 
and 


Warehousemen's 
Union 
had 


gone on so long that many 
people, including members of 
Congress, have been alienated. 


"It's a tough one for us. It 


was the one issue greeted with 
a good deal of applause in Nix- 
on's State of the Union mes- 
sage," said one highly placed 
source in the labor federation. 
Nixon first mentioned his pro- 
posed 
compulsory-arbitration 


proposal in that address. 


The strike, shutting down 24 


seaports on the West Coast, 
lasted more than three months 
until Nixon temporarily halted 
it with an 80-day Taft-Hartley 
Act cooling-off period.

Company Letters Prove Costly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is trying 
again to cut

old farm conservation program 
called REAP. 


Hans for the REAP reduc- 


tion were disclosed Monday for 
the fiscal year beginning July 
1. The letters stand for Rural 
Environmental Assistance Pro- 
gram, until a year ago known 
as "ACP" or the Agricultural 
Conservation Program. 


The new budget asks for a 


1973 program totaling $140 mil- 
lion, a reduction of $55.5 million 
from 1972. The program has 
been a favorite target for ad- 
ministration budget sheers in 
recent years. 


Each time, however, Con- 


gress has brought pressure to 
restore all or part of the mon- 
ey. 


The 1972 plan, for example, 


was trimmed to $140 million, 
but then was boosted to $195.5 
million—the full amount Con- 
gress had specified—only three 
weeks ago. 


At that time, some Agricul- 


ture Department officials who 
work with REAP were optimis- 
tic that the administration had 
finally given up its annual cam- 
paign to reduce REAP spend- 
ing. 


Under the program, farmers 


can get federal payments to de- 
fray costs, usually half, of car- 
rying 
out 
approved con- 


servation projects on their land 
such as terracing, pond build- 
ing and the like. 


The budget proposal for 1973 


REAP financing, as all others 
submitted by Nixon, will come 
iii for close examination by 
Congress during appropriations 
hearings this spring.

NEW YORK (AP) — How 


much does it cost a company to 
produce and mail a letter? If 
you say $3.20, the commonly 
quoted figure, you'll have lots 
of company but, according to 
one expert, you'll be dollars 
short of the answer. 


David Swett, executive vice 


president of Bruce Payne & As- 
sociates, an international man- 
agement consultant, put stop 
watches and slide rules to work 
and claims the cost ranges 
from about $6.50 all the way to 
$15. 


"It is pretty difficult to refute 


the figures," he says, because 


they are derived from precise 
analysis of such things as dic- 
tating and typing speed, the 
time consumed in 
editorial 


changes and the efficiency of 
personnel. 


If Swett is correct, it means 


that many businessmen 
are 


overlooking an expense that is 
needlessly cutting into profits. 
That $15 letter, he says, is 
waste. 


In reaching his estimates, 


Swett assumed that the execu- 
tive is paid $20,000 a year or 
$12 an hour and that the time 
he spends on each letter is 10.5 
per cent of one hour—a bit 
more than six minutes. 


If that $12 an hour figure 


seems to conflict with $20,000 a 


year it is because Swett in- 
cludes in it the costs of ab- 


vacations and holidays, 


is paid $150 a 


f an hour 


on each letter. Mailing-filing in- 
volves workers paid $110 a 
week, or $3.34 an hour, and in- 
volves 2.5 per cent of an hour. 


No executive works at 100 per 


cent efficiency, however. 


Swett assumes that 85 per 


cent efficiency is about the 
maximum to be hoped for. That 
means that the total direct la- 
bor cost is $3.01 a letter, the 
components being $1.48 for ex-

U.S. Planes Intensify 
Missile Site Raids

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


warplanes attacked three more 
antiaircraft missile radar sites 
in North Vietnam, the U.S. 
Command announced today, as 
the air war continued to in- 
tensify over North Vietnam and 
along its border with Laos. 


The three so-called protective 


reaction strikes—one Sunday 
and two Monday—raised to 
eight the number announced in 
the last three days, the most 
for 
any comparable 
period 


since the bombing halt more 
than three years ago. 


Five of the attacks, including 


two announced today, 
have 


been carried out against mis- 
sile sites 
and 
radar 
in- 


stallations along the Laotian 
frontier where, U.S. military of- 
ficials say, Hanoi has recently 
concentrated the bulk of its an- 
tiaircraft missile batteries in 
an attempt to protect the flow 
of supplies through the moun- 


tain passes into Laos. 


In two of the most recent at- 


tacks, Navy A7 Skyhawk Jets 
fired missiles at radar sites 
near the Ban Kara! Pass, 45 
miles north of the demilitarised 
zone, after detection equipment 
indicated they were tracking 
the American planes. 


In the third strike, Air Force 


F106 fighter-bombers escorting 
an RF4 reconnaissance plane 
attacked a missile radar site 
near the coastal city of Dong 
Hoi, 45 miles north of the DMZ. 


Results of the three strikes 


were not known, a spokesman 
said, but none of the U.S. 
planes was reported hit. 


Ground fighting was sporadic 


in South Vietnam, with 23 
North Vietnamese 
and Viet 


Cong reported killed, but the 
Cambodian command reported 
the first big battle in Cambodia 
in more than a month. 


The 
Cambodians 
claimed 


they killed 18 of the enemy in 
the fighting 13 miles east of

Doctors Plan 
New Hospital 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


firm formed in 1961 by 42 doc- 
tors and dentists says it will 
build a 300-bed hospital at 
Uttle Rock. 


Construction on the $11 mil- 


lion facility will begin this fall 
with completion of the project 
set for late 1973 or early 1974. 
Duane S. King, executive vice 
president of the Little Rock 
I-and Co., made the announce- 
ment Saturday. 


"This hospital is a necessary 


solution to what is becoming in- 
tolerable pressure on existing 
acilities," he said. 


King said the eight-story hos- 


pital will be constructed adja- 
cent tc the Doctors Building 
and that expansion of the Doc- 
tors Building will begin this 
spring. 


The hospital is to be built 


with private funds and will be 
operated for profit.

Nevertheless, the court held them 
liable. The judge said their de- 
ceit was too deliberate and too 
important to be excused. 


This is an unusual case. But 


it illustrates that doting parents 
do not have an unlimited right 
to favor their child at someone 
else's expense. 


A comparable situation arises 


when parents are accused not of 
unfairly pushing a marriage but 
of unfairly breaking one up. For 
example: 


A mother was sued by her 


daughter-in-law for alienation of 
her son's affections. It seems 
that the mother had waged a 
relentless campaign against the 
marriage, not so much because 
she loved her son as because she 
hated his wife. The court de- 
cided this too was outside the 
parental privilege and ordered 
the mother to pay damages. 


Of course, the law does give 


parents a considerable amount 
of freedom to speak their mind. 
In another case, a youthful hus- 
band who was having marital 
difficulties went to his father 
for a man-to-man talk. The fa- 
ther urged him to get a divorce, 
and he did. 


Could the father be held liable 


by the divorced wife for aliena- 
tion of affections? A court said 
he could not, because his inter- 
ference was within the reason- 
able limits of a parent's role. As 
one judge put it:

Dear Or. Lamb — Can an 


angiogram be used to dia- 
gram the degree of coronary 
insufficiency and is it a rec- 
ognized technique for this 
purpose? Will you describe 
this procedure? Is it painful? 
To what degree is it safe? 
How long is one hospitalized 
for an angiogram? How long 
has it been used and is it 
commonly done in hospitals 
t h r o u g h o u t 
the United 
States? 


Dear Reader — The term 


angiogram is not a very spe- 
cific one. It only means in- 
jection of a dye into an 
artery or vein so it can be 
visualized by X ray. The dye 
works like barium for an ex- 
amination of the stomach 
and outlines the cavity of the 
vessel on the X ray. These 
are 
often 
called 
arterio- 
grams. 


You can inject dye into the 


arteries going to the head 
and have an arteriogram of 
the arteries of the brain 
(cerebral arteriograms) or 
you can inject dye into the 
arteries of the heart and 
have a c o r o n a r y arterio- 
gram. You can visualize the 
arteries to the kidney or legs 
in a similar manner. Or you 
can inject dye into the veins 
with special procedures, like 
compressing the veins with 
a tourniquet, to make the 
veins stand out on a X ray. 


The term angiogram is 


also used tor injection of dye 
into the cavities ot the heart. 
A series of X rays taken in 
succession outline the cham- 
bers ot the heart aa the dye 
circulates through it. tirsl 
the right heart chambers and 
then the left heart chambers 
This procedure 
has been 


done for several decades but 
has been constant!) refined 


to provide better and more 
pictures to see the actual 
size, shape and structure of 
the heart chambers. 


To see the arteries of the 
heart and tell if they are 
blocked or not several tech- 
niques may be used. Dye can 
be injected into the large 
aortic artery that comes 
from the heart. The coro- 
nary arteries all come direct- 
ly from it and the dye will 
fill them. For more specific 
pictures some highly trained 
people place a small tube 
(catheter) into the opening 
of the coronary artery and 
inject dye into the artery for 
the X-ray p i c t u r e s . Since 
there are two coronary ar- 
teries, right and left, each 
one is injected in turn. 


None of these procedures 


are unduly painful. If you 
don't feel well and have to 
stay a long time on the X-ray 
table, it can become uncom 
fortable from that point of 
view. The degree of safety 
varies greatly with which 
one of these techniques you 
are talking about, so 1 can't 
generalize, but of the group 
I suspect the coronary ar- 
teriograms, 
visualizing the 


arteries to the heart are the 
most dangerous. In the hands 
of individuals who have done 
a great many of these the 
danger is slight. In other 
instances, where the person 
doing them has not had great 
experience, 
they can 
be 


dangerous. Ask your doctor 
how many he has done and 
what his batting average is.

— Gene Austin, composer and 
singer of "My Blue Heaven" 
and 
other songs 
performed 


steadily for more than four dec- 
ades, is dead at 71. 


He had been suffering from 


lung cancer 10 months and en- 
tered a hospital last week. 


Austin never learned to read 


music and composed by ear at 
a piano or electric organ. Be- 
tween 1924 and 1930 the public 
bought 86 million copies of his 
records. "My Blue Heaven" 
alone sold 12 million. 


Austin's songs included "How

•Do?" "When My Sugar Walks

Federal Trade Commission has 
acted to break up the multimil- 
lion-dollar 
breakfast-food 
in- 


dustry with a proposed com- 
plaint against the nation's four 
largest cereal manufacturers. 


The commission said Kellogg 


Co., General Mills, Inc., Gener- 
al Foods Corp. and Quaker 
Oats Co. maintain a highly con- 
centrated market through such 
practices as false advertising 
and price fixing. 


They have "illegally monopo- 


lized" cereal promotion and 
production for the past 
30 


years, the FTC said Monday. 


The proposed complaint said 


the four engage in "prolifera- 
tion of brands and trademark 
production; 
artificial 
differ- 


entiation of products; unfair 
methods of competition in ad- 
vertising and product promo- 
tion; restrictive shelf-space- 
control programs and acquisi- 
tions of competitors." 


Kellogg replied that the FTC 


allegations were "based on the- 
ories that have never been 
tried or tested." 


A spokesman said the com- 


mission "has said it is wrong to 
be big, wrong to be efficient, 
and wrong to succeed." 


A General Mills spokesman 


called the action "legally unte- 


*• 


nable." 


•General Mills will resist to- 


day's action," the company 
said following Monday's FTC 
announcement. 


General Foods said it "re- 


mained convinced that the ce- 
real industry is extremely com- 
petitive c.nd we should know, 
since we have to struggle every 
day to maintain our com- 
petitive position in the market- 
place." 


The four companies, the FTC 


said, control 91 per cent of the 
ready-to-eat-cereal market in 
the United States. 


They would have 90 days to 


respond to the proposed com- 
plaint under normal FTC prac- 
tice, then it would become fi- 
nal. After that, the matter may 
be appealed to federal courts.

urged: 


-"Divestiture of assets, in- 


cluding plants and other facil- 
ities, for the formation of new 
corporate entities to engage in 
the manufacture, distribution 
and sale of ... cereals."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Air Force proposes to burn in 
Texas or Illinois 2.3 million gal- 
lons of a plant killer that was 
banned in Vietnam after tests 
showed it may have caused ani- 
mal birth defects. 


The disposal methods were 


proposed in an environmental- 
impact statement filed earlier 
this month with federal and 
state agencies in Texas, Illinois 
and Mississippi. 


The herbicide, code-named 


Orange, would be burned in 
commercial 
incinerators 
in 


Deer Park, Tex., or at Sauget, 
HI, across the Mississippi Riv- 
er from St. Louis. 


The proposal, a copy of which 


was obtained by The Associated 
Press following inquiries, is 
subject to comment by the 
agencies to which it was sub- 
mitted. They have 30 days to 
respond. If significant con- 
troversy is aroused, the Air 
Force may hold a public hear-

ronmental consequences of the 
proposed action will be minor 
or insignificant." 


Orange was the defoliant 


most commonly used in Viet- 
nam to strip away jungle cover 
concealing enemy troops and 
supplies. 


The 
Defense 
Department 


banned its use in 1970, shortly 
after the Agriculture Depart- 
ment banned the herbicide 2,4,- 
5-T—the principal ingredient of 
Orange—around homes, water 
areas and food crops. This fol-

laboratory tests 
in- 


dicating it retarded growth and 
caused birth defects in rodents. 


The Air Force was left with 


2.3 million gallons or Orange 
worth $16.9 million, most of 
which is stored in 55-gallon 
steel drums in Vietnam. 


Although two sites are under 


consideration for disposal, the 
Air Force has not made the fi- 
nal selection and no contracts 
have been let.
